WHAT DOES THE TERM "Easy Servicing" mean? Its practical definition is 
not the same when interpreted by engineers as when it is used by sales de- 
partments and advertising people, according to Electric Appliance Service 
News The journal criticizes severely the need for removing the back panel 
of a stove in order to make a simple replacement of a pilot light It also 
suggests that manufacturers improve quality control at the manufacturer’s 
level in order to cut down on the present number of in-warranty service 
jobs that are becoming too great a load for the local dealer When an ap- 
pliance must be dismantled to make a simple repair or 
part, it’s not really "easy servicing.” Servicemen highly trained to main- 
tain the many mechanical and electrical appliances in the average home must 
be well paid for their time, and méaufacturers must begin to recognize this 
fact in designing appliances

pound of fresh coffee berries to show the family, and inspection revealed 
the fact that five berries contained living larvae of the fruit fly Sou- 
venirs made of or packed in material such as cotton waste, rice straw, and

COTTON, which is one of the basic fibers for fabrics that are made 
into shirts, dresses, and sheets, is being hard pressed by the new man-made 
fibers Quite a number of producers of cotton are finding that Uncle Sam’s 
subsidies and controls have been partly responsible for the decline of 
markets both at home and abroad because its price is too high.

THE COURTS SHOULD APPOINT A SCIENTIST-EXPERT acceptable to both sides 
in any case requiring evaluation of scientific determinations and evidence 
That is the perspicacious suggestion of Professor Jonathan Karas of the De 
partment of Physics, University of New Hampshire As an expert on matters 
involving automobile crashes, Professor Karas has been subjected to ex 
amination and cross examination by lawyers and judges who have taken the 
irrational position that if the expert witness did not see the particula! 
accident under consideration, he could not draw valid general conclusions 
on the basis of the scientific principles involved In a jury trial par 
ticularly, Dr. Karas believes the scientific principles and valid generali 
zations that apply to the case by either side should be expounded without 
petty heckling and attempts to trip up the expert by trivia or absurd ob- 
servations that are often heard in court trials of accident cases

last June Dr Blank concluded tha was not possible to take the posi 
tion that the external application of estrogen creams does nothing for 
aging skin, but that good clinical evidence to support a statement to the 
contrary is not yet available eithe: It was his view that the medical 
profession had not yet adequately responded to the challenge of evaluating 
the possible systematic effects. In the light of this uncertainty, women

ELECTRIC BLANKETS are a favorite method of keeping warm for chilly 
consumers who need extra heat but do not like the weight of wool blankets 
and apparently find down puffs unsatisfactory During the past year, how- 
ever, there have been several complaints on servicing when electric blan- 
kets have stopped working, and it is sometimes difficult to get thermostats 
adjusted to the liking of certain individuals The thermostat controls are 
complex mechanisms, as one subscriber discovered, when his could not be 
repaired It was suggested that he trade in his electric blanket on a new 
blanket and pay $18.50 more to get a new one In some cases it would ap- 
pear that the overhead on an electric blanket is considerably more than 
that for either wool blankets or down puffs.

survey reported last spring A considerable number of women expressed the

MAIL—ORDER FRAUDS are taking in an increasing number of people every 
year According to the chief of the U. S. Post Office Department’s inspec- 
tion service, phony medical cures are the biggest single type of fraud 
attempted through the mails, including fake "tranquilizers" and "atomic" 
cancer cures Post Office investigators report heavy direct-mail campaigns 
offering “happy pills" without a doctor’s prescription that are nothing 
more than the dangerous bromides sold at the price of real tranquilizers 
Weight-reducing schemes are also effective in collecting millions each year 
from obesity-—conscious Americans One dieting fraud that turns up fre- 
quently is a rubber bowl containing an ordinary electric light bulb, which 
is supposed to take off unwanted poundage when the body is exposed to it 
Informed consumers could undoubtedly help the Post Office keep track of 
such schemes by sending circular mail of this type to the Fraud Order 
Division, U. S. Post Office, Washington, D. C. 


RADIOACTIVE FALL-OUT OVER A CITY may be less than in the country, ac- 
cording to experiments by Heise and Heise mentioned in The Consumers’ Ob- 
servation Post for July Taking issue with these experiments, Lester 
Machta of the U. S. Weather Bureau asserts that the upward currents of ai! 
that might ward off radioactive danger are too weak to influence the de- 
scent of large fall-out particles He does, however, agree that the city 
may be safer during and after the fall-out than the near-by countryside 
because of the availability of shielding and decontamination facilities 
urban areas 

TABLE SALT CAN NOW BE FLUORIDATED by adding sodium monofluorophosphate 
According to Dr. Gunnar Santesson of Stockholm, the fluorine compound is 
readily absorbed, is highly stable, and is one third as toxic as sodium 
fluoride The cost of adding fluoride to salt is small compared with that 
of fluoridating drinking water, and Dr. Santesson points out that it makes 
fluoride intake a matter of personal choice. Fluoridated salt containing 
sodium fluoride is already in use in some sections of Switzerland
